Background: In November 2016, the board voted to remove from the
psychology law exemption from licensure for school psychologists and
require school psychologists to obtain license.

In
October, the board requested to form voluntary subcommittee who will
review the current laws and regulations to make recommendation to the
board as it updates the regulations and law.
